FDA Puts Brakes on Sex Patch 


WAS H I N GTO N I A hormone patch that works 
to restore a woman’s sex drive should not be 
approved until more studies are completed 
to determine the drug’s risks, federal health 
advisers said Thursday. 

The advisers voted not to recommend 
approval, with several of them saying they 
were not satisfied with the number of women 
studied so far, the length of the studies and 
the possible benefit of the drug. 

Clinical trials showed that women who 
applied the testosterone patch Intrinsa to 
their abdomen twice weekly had one more 


“satisfying sexual event” per four weeks, 
compared with a placebo. 

However, FDA staff members said ben- 
efits were modest and accompanied by con- 
cerns about health risks involving testos- 
terone use. 

Procter & Gamble Co. sought to market 
Intrinsa to women whose ovaries have been 
removed and who have lost their libido. 

About 3 million women whose ovaries 
were removed would have been eligible to 
use the Intrinsa patch, according to the 
company, (ap) 


Ex-N.Y.C. top cop picked to 
head sprawling department 

WASHINGTON I President Bush has cho- 
sen former New York police commission- 
er Bernard Kerik, who helped direct the 
emergency response to the Sept. 11 terror- 
ist strikes against the Twin Towers, to lead 
the Homeland Security Department, charged 
with safeguarding Americans from future 
attack, administration officials said Thursday. 

The president also announced a new 
Secretary of Agriculture and received the 
resignation of his ambassador to the United 
Nations. The flurry of moves come amid a 
Cabinet overhaul ahead 
of Bush’s second term. 

Kerik, a former New 
York City police com- 
missioner, inherits a 
sprawling bureaucracy 
from Homeland Security 
Secretary Tom Ridge, who 
resigned last month. The 
creation of the department in 2003 com- 
bined 22 federal agencies with more than 
180,000 employees. The organization is still 
learning to work together and faces criti- 
cism over aspects from the coordination of 
finances to computer systems. 

Nebraska Gov. Mike Johanns emerged 
Thursday as Bush’s choice to be agricul- 
ture secretary. The dairy farmer’s son has 
traveled widely to promote American farm 
sales abroad. 

Meanwhile, U.N. Ambassador John 
Danforth submitted his resignation after hold- 
ing the job for less than six months. He had 
been mentioned as a candidate for secretary 
of state, a job Bush gave to National Security 
Adviser Condoleezza Rice, deb riechmann (ap)

Americans 
Using More 
Medications 

Report finds more than 
40 percent of people 
on a prescription drug 

WASHINGTON | Americans are 
cramming their medicine chests 
ever fuller in the struggle to lower 
cholesterol, treat depression, reduce 
inflammation and ease other ill- 
nesses. 

More than 40 percent of the 
population is taking at least one 
prescription drug and one person 
in every six takes three or more, the 
government said Thursday. Both 
figures are up about 5 percentage 
points in recent years. 

The report, “Health, United 
States 2004,” presents the latest 
data collected by CDC, the National 
Center for Health Statistics and doz- 
ens of other federal health agencies 
and health organizations. 

Nearly half of all women report- 
ed taking at least one prescription 
drug during the month before being 
surveyed — 49 percent — compared 
with 39 percent of men. 

The report also said the per- 
cent of adults using antidepres- 
sants nearly tripled to 10 percent 
of women and 4 percent of men aged

Bush Firm on Iraq 


President rejects calls 
for a delay in next 
month’s planned polls 

WASHINGTON I President Bush 
rejected calls for a delay in next 
month’s Iraqi elections, insisting 
Thursday that the vote was too 
important to put off even though 
violence and chaos still grip much 
of the country. 

“It’s time for the Iraqi citizens to 
go to the polls,” Bush said. 

Bush predicted Iraq’s elections 
would leave the world “amazed that 
a society has been transformed so 
quickly,” but he did not explain why

he was so adamant that balloting go 
forward as scheduled Jan. 30. 

A number of Iraqi political par- 
ties have urged delay. 


Election 

The president also weighed in 
on Ukraine’s election crisis, saying 
more forcefully than before that 
other countries must not meddle 
as Ukraine sorts through its dis- 
puted vote and contemplates a new 
one. A runoff election last month 
sparked massive protests that have 
paralyzed the government. 

“I think any election, if there is 
one, ought to be free from any for- 
eign influence,” Bush said, raising 
the stakes in what has become a 
proxy battle between Washington 
and Moscow. Both governments see 


the outcome as vital to their influ- 
ence in the region. 

Bush spoke in the Oval Office at 
the start of a meeting with Nigerian 
President Olusegun Obasanjo. 

As for the Iraqi election. Bush 
last week said he hoped the Jan. 30 
balloting would not be postponed, 
even though 17 political parties in 
Iraq have urged the interim gov- 
ernment to put it off for at least 
six months. 

But Bush was firmer than 
ever. 

“The elections should not be 
postponed,” he said. “It’s time for 
the Iraqi citizens to go to the polls 
and that’s why we are very firm on

Church finds lesbian 
guilty of violating ban 
on actively gay clergy 

PUGHTOWN, PA. I A lesbian minis- 
ter in the United Methodist Church 
who lives with her partner was 
found guilty Thursday of violating 
a church ban on actively gay clergy 
and defrocked. 

A 13 -member jury made up 
of Methodist clergy convict- 
ed the Rev. Irene 
Elizabeth Stroud 
on the second day 
of her church trial. 
Methodist law bars 
“self- avowed, prac- 
ticing homosexuals” 
from ministry. Nine 
votes were necessary for a convic- 
tion and the jury voted 12-1 to find 
Stroud guilty. 

It then voted 7-6 to defrock 
Stroud, the bare majority neces- 
sary in the penalty phase of the 
trial, though her supportive con- 
gregation in Philadelphia has said 
Stroud can continue performing 
most of her duties. 

“I did not go into this trial 
expecting to win,” Stroud said. “I 
went into it knowing it would be 
a painful moment in the life of the 
United Methodist Church.” 

Stroud has 30 days to decide 
whether to appeal the verdict. 

The last time the denomination 
convicted an openly gay cleric was in 
1987, when a church court defrocked 
the Rev. Rose Mary Denman, (ap)

Intel Bill Push Intensifies 


Negotiators working 
on putting legislation 
up for a vote in House 

WASHINGTON I Two issues have 
House Republicans tied in a knot 
on the intelligence bill President 
Bush says he wants: military con- 
trol of spy satellites and provisions 
that, some lawmakers say, let terror- 
ists shield themselves with claims 
of political asylum. 

Negotiators are working down 
to the wire in hopes of getting an 
agreement so the Republican- con- 
trolled House can vote Monday 


on legislation to put the biparti- 
san Sept. 11 commission’s recom- 
mendations into law. If the House 
goes ahead, the Senate would act 
Tuesday, sending Bush legislation 
that would set up a national intelli- 
gence director and a national coun- 
terterrorism center. 

Still standing in the way, how- 
ever, are House Armed Services 
Committee chairman Duncan 
Hunter and House Judiciary 
Committee chairman James 
Sensenbrenner, both Republicans. 
Despite entreaties from the White 
House to support the bill, the law- 
makers remain key opponents. 


Bush, in a call Thursday to 
House Speaker Dennis Hastert 
and Senate Majority Leader Bill 
Frist told them he wants an intel- 
ligence bill completed. 

Sens. Susan Collins and Joseph 
Lieberman, the lead Senate nego- 
tiators, say they are not prepared 
to open negotiations again. Bush 
was expected to send Congress a 
letter on Friday that outlines what 
he wants done with the bill. 

Under the legislation, the new 
national intelligence director would 
oversee the CIA as well as some 
Pentagon- controlled intelligence 
agencies, jesse j. Holland (ap)

Its Republican rival 
wasn’t disputing that, but noted the 
money didn’t buy victory. 

Figures the DNC planned to 
file with the Federal Election 
Commission showed the DNC 


took in at least $12 million more 
than the Republican National 
Committee since Jan. 1, 2003. 
The Democratic committee said it 
raised at least $397 million during 
the period; the RNC said it took in 
$385 million. 

At least $23 million of the DNC’s 
total comes from presidential nom- 
inee John Kerry’s leftover primary

Putin Sounds Off on Ukraine 

Russian leader belittles opposition bid for revote 


U.N. Chief 
Called On 
To Resign 

UNITED NATIONS I U.N. Secretary- 
General Kofi Annan is the target 
of escalating attacks in the United 
States. A U.S. senator has called 
for his resignation over a deepen- 
ing corruption scandal in the U.N. 
oil-for-food program in Iraq. 

Russia, China, Britain, France 
and Germany all rallied to support 
the beleaguered U.N. chief. But 
President Bush twice on Thursday 
refused to say whether Annan 
should resign, 
instead demanding 
“a full and fair and 
open accounting” 
of the oil-for-food 
program. 

Annan The demand for 

Annan to step down 
came from Sen. Norm Coleman, a 
Minnesota Republican who is lead- 
ing one of five congressional inves- 
tigations into the program. 

Two weeks ago, Coleman’s Perm- 
anent Subcommittee on Investiga- 
tions said it found evidence that 
Saddam’s government raised more 
than $21.3 billion in illegal reve- 
nue by subverting U.N. sanctions. 
In Wednesday’s Wall Street Journal, 
Coleman wrote that Annan should 
resign because “the most extensive 
fraud in the history of the U.N. 
occurred on his watch.” (ap) 


KIEV, UKRAINE I Russian President 
Vladimir Putin injected himself 
into the election crisis in this former 
Soviet republic Thursday, strongly 
attacking the opposition’s central 
demand for a new presidential run- 
off and cautioning the West against 
getting too involved. 

Putin made his comments while 
meeting with Ukrainian President 
Leonid Kuchma at an airport out- 
side Moscow, as tens of thousands 
of opposition supporters rallied 
for the 11th straight day in Kiev’s 


Independence Square. 

“A revote could be conducted a 
third, a fourth, a 25th time, until 
one side gets the results it needs,” 
Putin said in televised comments. 

Following Putin’s remarks. 
President Bush issued a warning 
that appeared to be directed at 
Russia. If there is to be a new elec- 
tion, it “ought to be free from any 
foreign influence,” Bush said. 

Putin had openly supported 
Prime Minister Viktor Yanukovych. 
The Kremlin fears that a victory 


by Viktor Yushchenko, who favors 
closer ties with the West, could 
drag this country of 48 million 
out of Moscow’s orbit. 

The Supreme Court is considering 
an appeal by Yushchenko’s camp to 
invalidate the runoff results, which 
the Central Election Commission 
said Yanukovych won by 900,000 
votes. The appeal centers on claims 
of widespread violations across the 
Yanukovych strongholds in the east 
and south, near Russia. 

The court is hearing final argu- 
ments but adjourned without a 
decision, anna melnichuk (ap) 



Troops Discover 14 Bodies in Mosul 


U.S. soldier also killed 
in rebel stronghold; 2 
die in Baghdad attacks 

BAGHDAD I Insurgents killed an 
American soldier in the restive 
city of Mosul and mortar strikes 
pummeled central Baghdad, while 
the U.S. Embassy barred employees 
from the dangerous highway lead- 
ing to the airport. 

The American soldier who was 
killed Thursday was on a U.S.-Iraqi 
patrol when the attack occurred, 
Lt. Col. Paul Hastings said. He 
said two Iraqi commandos were

also wounded. 

Hastings also said Iraqi and 
U.S. forces discovered 14 uniden- 


tified bodies in Mosul on Thursday, 
and that there were reports of five 
more that were picked up by fam- 
ily members. That brings to at least 
66 the number of bodies — many 
of them believed members of the 
Iraqi security forces — found there 
since Nov. 18.

The oper- 
ation is a major step in the EU’s drive 
to develop a military arm, an initia- 
tive launched after the bloc failed to 
halt the war that tore Bosnia apart

29 to Stand Trial in Mob

A judge on Thursday ordered two 
police officers and 27 other people 
to stand trial in the fiery mob kill- 
ings of two federal agents and the 
savage beating of a third. Dozens of 
residents in a town on Mexico City’s 
outskirts collared three plainclothes 
agents who had been photograph- 
ing a school on Nov. 23. Worried the 
trio might be kidnappers, the crowd 
attacked them. The violence was cap- 
tured on videotape, which showed 
the agents being doused with paint 
thinner and set ablaze, (ap) 

SWEDEN 

Man Who Killed LindhWill 
Go to Prison, Court Rules 

Sweden’s Supreme Court ruled 
Thursday that the man convicted 
of murdering Foreign Minister 
Anna Lindh will serve his sentence 
in prison rather than in psychiatric 
care, reversing a contentious deci- 
sion by a lower court. The five-judge 
panel cited the ferocity with which 
Mijailo Mijailovic stabbed Lindh.

Few Answers 20 Years After Bhopal 


Court Revives Bid 
To Try Pinochet 


Disaster survivors say they’re still seeking justiee 


BHOPAL, INDIAl Civil rights activ- 
ists, survivors and other protesters 
converged on Bhopal this week to 
mark the 20th anniversary of the 
world’s worst industrial accident 
and demand justice for hundreds 
of thousands of people still suffer- 
ing in the aftermath. 

A leak of 40 tons of poisonous 
gas from a Union Carbide pesti- 
cide plant on Dec. 3, 1984, killed 
at least 10,000 people in this cen- 
tral Indian city and affected more 
than 555,000 others, although the 
exact number of victims has never 


been clear. Thousands of demon- 
strators planned to march through 
Bhopal on Friday before holding a 
public meeting outside the aban- 
doned Union Carbide plant. 

U.S.-based Union Carbide, which 
was bought by Dow Chemical in 
2001, paid $470 million in com- 
pensation under a 1989 settlement 
with India. Only part of that amount 
has reached the victims. 

“These two companies have 
betrayed the victims of Bhopal,” 
said Rashida Bee, a survivor. She 
said the protesters would pledge 


to keep up the fight until victims’ 
demands for compensation and 
medical care are met. 

The protesters also called on 
Dow Chemical to clean up the plant 
site, where rusted pipes and pesti- 
cide storage tanks have collapsed 
or ruptured in the years since the 
plant was abandoned. 

Union Carbide insists the trage- 
dy was due to sabotage by a disgrun- 
tled employee and not shoddy safe- 
ty standards, as claimed by many 
activists. In a statement, it said it 
spent more than $2 million to clean 
up the plant before it sold its stake 
in the company in 1994. (ap)

SANTIAGO, CHILE I An appeals 
court ruled Thursday to strip for- 
mer dictator Gen. Augusto Pinochet 
of immunity from prosecution for 
a 1974 car bombing that killed an 
exiled Chilean general. 

The 14-9 decision opens the pos- 
sibility Pinochet could stand trial 
for the bombing. It marks the third 
attempt to try Pinochet for abuses 
during his 17-year dictatorship. 

Gen. Carlos Prats had opposed 
the 1973 coup that put fellow gen- 
eral Pinochet in power, and was 
among the first of an estimated 
several thousand people killed 
during Pinochet’s rule, (ap)

US Airways Seeks Court Help 


Airline pursues 
injunction to prevent 
unions from striking 

ALEXANDRIA, VA. I US Airways 
Group Inc. will seek a court injunc- 
tion to prohibit a strike by disaffect- 
ed unions that have threatened a 
walkout if a bankruptcy judge 
grants the airline’s request to can- 
cel their labor contracts. 

Meanwhile, the airline reached a 
tentative agreement late Thursday 
afternoon on a new contract with 
one of the two unions that have been 


threatening a strike. 

The Communications Workers 
of America, which represents about 
6,000 reservations and gate agents 
at the airline, said the new deal was 
able to offset some of the most severe 
demands the airline had made on 
issues of pay and outsourcing. 

CWA spokeswoman Candice 
Johnson would not discuss details 
of the contract, but previous propos- 
als from the airline had called for 
pay cuts of as much as 34 percent. 
A bankruptcy court hearing began 
Thursday on the airline’s request 
to cancel its collective bargain- 


ing agreements with its machin- 
ists, flight attendants, reservation 
agents and gate workers. 

The airline is seeking to impose 
pay cuts of 25 percent or more on 
some worker groups, and also wants 
to cut benefits for current employees 
and retirees to save an estimated $1 
billion a year. It also wants to ter- 
minate pension plans for the flight 
attendants and machinists. 

If the airline does not get the 
relief it is seeking, it will be forced 
to begin liquidation proceedings in 
mid- January, said Brian Leitch, the 
airline’s lawyer, (ap) 


Christians Criticize Target 
For Barring Salvation Army 


MINNEAPOLIS I Abacklash couldbe 
brewing against Target Corp. after it 
decided to ban Salvation Army bell- 
ringers and their kettles from its store 
entrances this holiday season. 

The latest reaction has come 
from several Christian groups. 

“[The decision] should send a 
message to Christians that perhaps 
they’d like to do their shopping 
elsewhere,” said Robert Knight of 
Concerned Women of America, 
a Christian group that claims 
more than 500,000 members. 

The issue dates to January, when 


Target told the Salvation Army that 
it would no longer allow its kettles 
and bell-ringers outside Target’s 
1,200 U.S. stores, saying it no lon- 
ger could make the Salvation Army 
the sole exception to a rule banning 
solicitation at its stores, spokeswom- 
an Carolyn Brookter said. 

“It’s really about us trying 
to make our policy consistent,” 
Brookter said. Also figuring in 
the decision, she said, was Target’s 
desire to protect its customers from 
the potential discomfort of being 
asked for donations, (ap) 


Oil Prices Fall for 
2nd Day in Row 

Crude oil futures nose-dived for a 
second day Thursday, briefly dip- 
ping below $43 a barrel, as traders 
focused on rising fuel supplies. It 
settled at $43.25 per barrel on the 
New York Mercantile Exchange. 

The two -day drop of more than 
$5 a barrel picked up momentum 
from technical and speculative 
trading and revealed a psycholog- 
ical shift in the market. 

The price of oil is now more 
than $12 below the peak set in late 
October, while retail gasoline prices 
have fallen by 9 cents over the past 
month to $1.95 per gallon, (ap)

Commissioner Selig 
expects MLB owners 
to approve relocation

The commissioner would 
not address whether several amend- 
ments passed this week — includ- 
ing a spending cap that could force 
the stadium to be built elsewhere in 
the city — violated the agreement 
signed in September by the Expos 
and the city’s mayor, Anthony A.

“As far as I’m concerned, that 
deal that was made by us with 
them is a deal,” Selig said. “There’s 
no sense in me commenting any 
more on that because I know that 
we’re going to live up to it, but I 
also have confidence that they will.”

Navy Again Turns Down

ANNAPOLIS, MD. | The govern- 
ing board of the Naval Academy 
Alumni Association voted unan- 
imously Thursday, for the second 
straight year, to reject a bid from 
graduates who sought to establish 
a predominantly gay and lesbian 
alumni chapter.

meeting. 

Following a recommendation 
by alumni association staff, the 27 
trustees who attended the meeting 
voted to dismiss Petrie’s request on 
the basis that it would mainly serve 
a discrete group of graduates. 

The board opposes special-inter- 
est chapters, because their member- 
ship would be exclusive, the associa- 
tion wrote in a news release entitled 
“Naval Academy Alumni Association 
reaffirms commitment to diversity 
and inclusiveness.” (ap)

Metro Proposes 
Privacy Policy for 
SmarTrip Users 

WASHINGTON I Metro officials on 
Thursday unveiled a proposed pri- 
vacy policy for information that is 
collected every time a rider uses a 
SmarTrip card or pays for fares with 
a credit card. 

The proposal, which seeks to fur- 
ther develop and formalize existing 
practices, would keep the materi- 


al from being released without the 
cardholder’s consent, except under 
court order or for a police investi- 
gation. 

The policy would also inform 
riders that their personal informa- 
tion is being collected, and would 
offer them the opportunity to see 
it. Metro employees would be disci- 
plined for improperly releasing it. 

Metro is also considering chang- 
es to its public records access policy, 
including faster response times, and 
fashioning it closer to the federal 
Freedom of Information Act. (ap) 


Metro Board Ho-Hum on Sales Tax 

Member warns that Va. may vote against plan I fixed rate 


WASHINGTON | The idea of creating 
a region -wide sales tax to help pay 
for subways and buses was greeted 
with mixed reviews Thursday from 
Metro Board members. 

Dana Kauffman of Fairfax 
County, Va., doubted the state 
legislature would go along with the 
idea, given that in 2002, Northern 
Virginia voters rejected a half a per- 


cent sales -tax hike to fund trans- 
portation improvements. And in 
October, a statewide half a per- 
cent sales -tax hike kicked in. 

A “Blue Ribbon” panel has 
been looking at dedicated sourc- 
es of funding to solve Metro’s long- 
term money troubles. Members 
agreed Tuesday to recommend 
a region-wide sales tax with a 


fixed rate. 

The panel’s draft report is to be 
released next Tuesday. “I don’t like 
sales taxes,” said Jim Graham, board 
member and D.C. Council member. 
“It hits wealthy people the same as 
poor people.” 

Graham said he’d support a park- 
ing tax for the city, while Kauffman 
believes fees associated with office 
real estate could work in Fairfax.

Four people find love 
hurts in the superbly 
grown-up ‘Closer’ 

FI LM I Jude Law and Julia Roberts 
and Clive Owen and Natalie 
Portman fall giddily in love in 
“Closer,” but don’t be fooled: This 
is the furthest thing possible from 
a date movie. 

These inordinately beautiful 
people end up doing extraordi- 
narily ugly things to one another 
— Portman, playing a stripper, 
commits some of her offenses in 
little more than a G-string — and 
the way they destroy each other 
and themselves is both brutal and 
breathtaking to watch. 

The newest film from director 
Mike Nichols is reminiscent of his 
first, “Who’s Afraid of Virginia 
Woolf?” from 1966, for the inten- 
sity of its performances and the 
rawness of its emotions. 

Wannabe novelist Dan (Law) 
meets Alice (Portman) in a mesmer- 
izing opening sequence in which the 
two characters walk toward each 
other in slow motion on a crowded 
London street. As Alice steps off 
the curb, she’s hit by a car. When 
she regains consciousness, the first 
thing she sees is Dan’s flawlessly 
pretty face, and the two share a 
playful chemistry in the hospital 
waiting room and beyond. 

When we see Dan ayear later (the 
film jumps forward in time across a 
four-year period, and subtly fills in 
the gaps), he’s living with Alice, he’s 
written his novel and he’s having his 
head shot taken for the book jack- 
et by photographer Anna (Roberts, 
bleached blonde), whom he kisses 
just because he wants to. 

Dan later dallies online in a sex 
chat room, where he pretends to

be a woman named Anna. There 
he meets Larry (Owen), a derma- 
tologist who’s been honest about 
his identity, and the two engage in 
incredibly graphic cybersex. They 
agree to meet the next day and — 
whaddya know? — Larry shows up 
and meets the real Anna. 

Subsequent permutations find 


Anna marrying Larry but having 
an affair with Dan, and the scene 
in which she admits her infidelity 
is devastating. 

“I’m disgusting,” Anna whim- 
pers, though she doesn’t sound 
entirely contrite. 

“You’re phenomenal,” Larry 
responds with awe and venom in 


his voice. “You’re so clever.” 

Not much hope seems to exist 
for these people, even if they 
can manage to forge some sem- 
blance of a happy ending, simply 
because too much damage has 
been done. For that reason alone, 
“Closer” is admirably honest.

FINDING NEVERLAND (PG, 101 minutes) 
Who was the genius behind Peter Pan, 
Cap’n Hook, Wendy and the Lost Boys? 


That would be Scotland’s own J.M. 
Barrie, the subject of Marc Forster’s qui- 
etly enchantingfilm. Johnny Depp’s James 
Barrie is achildlike soul, asoft-spoken yet 
charismatic clown who’savailableto four 
children who become the inspiration for 
Peter Pan and the Darling family. Thetruth 
isfar different, but moviesareaboutemo- 
tional truths. And thefilm takes a crucial 
time in Barrie’s life and runs with it. (dt) 
KINSEY (R, 118 minutes) This is an alert, 
lively movie withacrackling performance 
by Liam Neeson as sexual behavior scien- 
tist Alfred Kinsey.

Geoffrey Rush plays

BIOPIC I How to play a man who 
had a thousand faces, but none of 
them his own? 

Such was the challenge facing 
Geoffrey Rush when he agreed 
to star in “The Life and Death of 
Peter Sellers,” a prismatic, fasci- 
nating portrait that debuts 
Sunday night at 9 p.m. 
on HBO. 

Sellers, who died 
in 1980 at 54, is today 
best remembered as 
Inspector Clouseau, 
the fractured

French detective from the “Pink 
Panther” comedies. But in his full 
output of some 70 features, this 
British -born child ofvaudevillians 
whipped up a dizzying spectrum of 
characters, often juggling multiple 
roles in a single film. 

That’s challenge enough for any 
actor bold enough to take on Sellers 
in a biopic. But an even weightier 
problem awaited Rush: howto cap- 
ture what lurked at Sellers’ core. 

“We have a protago- 
nist who has no self- 
awareness and can- 
not for a moment be 
clear about who he 
is,” said 


Stephen Hopkins, who directed 
the film. 

Amazing, then, that this film 
does justice to Sellers’ genius, and, 
thanks to Rush, corrals his mercu- 
rial psyche. 

“He was an actor who managed 
to play crazy, extreme characters — 
and ground them,” said Hopkins. 
“You don’t question Dr. Strangelove 
when you see him, even though you 
should.” 

The troubled soul of Sellers- 
played-by-Rush even turns up 
impersonating some of the promi- 
nent figures in his life, pinch-hit- 
ting in key scenes as his mother. 
Peg (otherwise portrayed by Miriam 
Margolyes), Stanley Kubrick (played 
by Stanley Tucci), Blake Edwards 
(John Lithgow) and his first wife, 
Anne (Emily Watson). 

While initially leery of perform- 
ing this difficult feat of role -jug- 
gling, Rush changed his mind 
when presented with candid 
shots of the film’s subject 
— they caught Sellers 
unguarded and, per- 
haps as much as pos- 
sible, disclosing his 
true self. 

“You could see 
this faraway, mel- 
ancholy, angry, 
depressed state 
) going on inside,” 
’ recalled Rush. “And 
' I thought, ‘That’s the 
story. Just try to get 
. some of that right.’”

First and Long 

A disappointing season has the Redskins’ Gibbs faeing tough questions 


REDSKINS I As a coach, Joe Gibbs 
is in the Hall of Fame. As a team 
president, he’s a mere rookie. Like 
most rookies, he has mixed results 
to show for his work. 

“My assessing myself comes 
down to wins and losses,” the 
Washington Redskins coach said. 
“Not real good, right now.” 

Two issues have dominated the 
talk at Redskins Park this week as 
Gibbs struggles with a 3-8 record: 
Would the coach be better off with a 
general manager, and will he coach 
next year? 

The second question stems from 
an ESPN report that said Gibbs, a 
64 -year- old diabetic, would possi- 


bly step down as coach at the end of 
the season for health reasons. Gibbs 
is so tired of denying the report that 
he is questioning the professional- 
ism of the reporting involved. 

“If I would have worried about 
that [report]. I’d probably be in the 
nuthouse,” Gibbs said. “You’d think 
there’ d be more professionalism in 
the reporting of things.” 

Even so, Gibbs has declined 
to be definitive about his return, 
always adding the caveat that it is 
his “intention” to do so. 

The GM question is more 
intriguing. During his first run, 
Gibbs had Bobby Beathard and 
later Charley Casserly. There were 


disagreements, but no one could 
disagree with the results. 

In this go-round, Gibbs has final 
authority over player selection and 
works with owner Dan Snyder and 
vice president of football operations 
Vinny Cerrato. 

The acquisitions under the most 
scrutiny are Mark Brunell, Clinton 
Portis, Mike Barrow and Sean 
Taylor. Brunell is now benched; 
Portis’ carries have diminished in 
recent weeks; Barrow hasn’t played 
because of a knee injury and Taylor 
has played well, but his off-the-field 
troubles hardly fit the profile of the 
“true Redskin.”

The 2002 NFL rushing cham- 
pion rejected a deal to serve a four- 
game drug suspension this season 
and return to the field next year. 
He’ll stay retired instead, and his 
lawyer, David Cornwell, doesn’t 
believe Williams will play again.

said in a statement e-mailed to The 
Associated Press on Thursday. 

The 1998 Heisman Trophy win- 
ner needed to let the league know 
his decision by Thursday so he could 
be moved from the retired list to 


the suspended list by the deadline. 
He would have served the suspen- 
sion for the Miami Dolphins’ final 
four games, starting Dec. 12 at 
Denver. 

Those terms included a promise 
Williams would play next season 
and re-enter the NFL drug program 
immediately. He would have been 
tested on a regular basis. 

Williams, 27, stunned his team 
by retiring shortly before Miami 
opened training camp in July. 

He is now enrolled in a 17- 
month course at the California 
College of Ayurveda in Grass Valley, 
Calif, studying holistic medicine.

Quarterbacks Grab Spotlight 


Randall leads Va. Tech 
against Berlin, Miami 
for ACC championship 

COLLEGE FOOTBALL | Virginia Tech’s 
Bryan Randall and Miami’s Brock 
Berlin finally have emerged from 
their predecessors’ shadows. 

After breaking the 1,000 -yard 
mark both rushing and passing in 
each of his final two high school 
seasons, Randall drew compari- 
sons to electrifying former Hokies 
starter Michael Vick — who did 
things that Randall, even as good 
as he is, cannot. 

Berlin’s task also was overwhelm- 
ing. He replaced Ken Dorsey, some- 
body who went 38-2 as a starter, 
left with Miami records for career 
touchdown passes, passing yards, 
attempts, completions and victo- 
ries, plus won a national champi- 
onship. 

Lofty standards, indeed. Chasing 
ghosts often frustrated senior quar- 
terbacks Randall and Berlin. 

Neither won a national title, but 
one will exit the Orange Bowl on 
Saturday with a chance to play in 
a Bowl Championship Series game 
and perhaps the league’s player of 
the year award. 

No. 10 Virginia Tech (9-2, 6-1) 
visits No. 9 Miami (8-2, 5-2) on 
Saturday afternoon, renewing 
what’s evolving into one of college

football’s fiercest rivalries. The 
programs spent the last decade 
battling for top honors in the Big 
East, and one will cap its inaugu- 
ral ACC season with a title and a 
spot in the BCS. 

“It’s real satisfying to come 
along and have a successful sea- 
son like this after all the stuff 
I’ve been through the last couple 
years and all the work I’ve put in,” 
Randall said. 

“It’s a big matchup, a big game for 
us and them too,” Berlin said. “You 
couldn’t really ask for a better game 
than this, two Big East teams com- 
ing together and playing for the ACC 
championship.”

A Brand New Day 


Wizards defy history with strong start to year 


WIZARDS I Before Eddie Jordan 
coached his first game for the 
Washington Wizards last year, it 
was assumed his success would be 
tied to former No. 1 overall pick 
Kwame Brown. 

Unfortunately for Jordan, that 
proved true last season. Brown and 
the Wizards showed flashes of bril- 
liance, but the forward averaged just 
10.9 points a game and the team 
finished 25-57. 

How much has changed in a 
year — so far. 

By the time Brown suited for the 
first time this season Wednesday 


night, Washington had a 7-5 record. 
And following a 95-68 blowout over 
the New Jersey Nets, the Wizards 
— who haven’t made the playoffs 
since 1997 — have a shot at improv- 
ing to 10 -5 this weekend with games 
against the Atlanta Hawks (2-12) 
and Chicago Bulls (2-10). 

“We really have confidence that 
we can be one of the top teams in 
the East,” Jordan said. 

What’s the difference? 

The obvious answer is Antawn 
Jamison, who is averaging 23.2 
points and 9.4 rebounds a game. 

Then there are guards Larry 


Hughes and Gilbert Arenas. Hughes 
recorded atriple-double in a win over 
the Toronto Raptors last Sunday. 
The enigmatic Arenas hasn’t been 
a distraction off the court, and on 
the court, he is averaging 21.6 points 
and 5.5 assists a game. 

As for Brown, he was ejected late 
in Wednesday’s game. But — for the 
first time in his career — the focus 
isn’t on his lack of development and 
is rather focused on Washington’s 
fast start. 

“The good thing is that there 
is no pressure,” Brown said. I’m 
here to help because these guys 
were getting it done without me.”

NBA I Mike Fratello was hired as 
coach of the Memphis Grizzlies on 
Thursday, leaving the TV booth and 
replacing friend and mentor Hubie 
Brown, who retired last week for 
health reasons. 

Fratello, sometimes known as 
“Little Hubie” when he worked as 
an assistant for Brown, coached 
the Atlanta Hawks for eight sea- 
sons and the Cleveland Cavaliers for 
six before going into sports broad- 
casting. He is the Grizzlies’ seventh 
head coach. 

“Today is the beginning of a new 
day for all of us,” Grizzlies president 


Jerry West said. “We want to get 
back to where we feel good about 
ourselves.” 

Fratello said Brown wished him 
well and offered to give advice when 
asked. 

“I am inheriting a team that 
knows organiza- 
tion, that knows 
discipline and plays 
unselfishly,” Fratello 
said on Thursday. 
“That is a great 
head start.” 

Brown, 71, was 
coach of the year last season and 
was the NBAs oldest coach when 
he retired last week. He declined 
to give details on his health, 
but said he was not seriously ill.

NHL, Union Agree

Giambi Admits Doping 



BASEBALL | Jason Giambi’s report- 
ed testimony that he used steroids 
might jeopardize his $120 million 
contract with the New York Yankees 
and allow baseball commissioner 
Bud Selig to discipline him. 

Giambi said he injected him- 
self with human growth hormone 
in 2003 and used steroids for at 
least three seasons, according to a 
grand jury transcript reviewed by 
the San Francisco Chronicle. 

His testimony last December, 
before a federal grand jury inves- 
tigating illegal steroid distribution, 
contradicts his public proclamations 
that he never used performance - 
enhancing drugs. 

Penalties for steroid use in base- 
ball began in 2003, but testing that 
identified players didn’t start until 
the next season. Human growth 
hormone, or hGH, is not specifically 
banned by the major leagues. 

While discipline is spelled out for 


positive tests and criminal convic- 
tions, admission of steroid use is not 
addressed, possibly giving Selig an 
opening to punish Giambi. 

New York still owes Giambi 
$82 million, but might be able to 
get out of the deal. They could argue 
Giambi’s use of steroids violated his 


contract, allowing them to terminate 
it; violated the guarantee language 
of the deal, allowing them to release 
him at a fraction of the remaining 
money; or caused him to be injured 
or unavailable, meaning he was paid 
at a time when he was at less than 
full strength, ronald blum (ap)

Years after ABC exec’s 
memo, TV theme 
songs near extinction 

A decade ago, after Ted Harbert had 
been accused of killing the television 
theme song, he put together a tape 
he called Ted’s All-Time Favorite 
Theme Songs. He still has copies, 
with full-length tracks of such clas- 
sics as “Mission: Impossible.” 

Harbert hasn’t updated the cas- 
sette. He hasn’t had to. 

“Theme songs are not a top pri- 
ority for people” in television, said 
Harbert, the former chairman of 
ABC Entertainment. During his 
tenure there, he issued his infamous 
“No more theme songs” memo. 

Not all shows have given up on 
themes. And Tuesday night, in fact, 
one of the classic — or most annoy- 
ing — theme songs in TV history 
was heard again when “The Real 
Gilligan’s Island” made its debut 
on TBS. That song, which served to 
introduce the cast (“With Gilligan, 


the skipper too, the millionaire and 
his vsdfe”) and outline the premise of 
the original “Gilligan’s Island,” was 
updated for the new reality show 
by Grammy-nominated Bowling 
for Soup. 

But the theme song is dying. 
Once a siren’s call that heralded 
the beginning of a show and drew 
people to the TV set from all over 
the house, the theme song is fast 


going the way of Harbert’s cassette 
tapes. Sitcoms have ditched theme 
songs in favor of a few bars of music 
that play while the title flashes on 
the screen. 

Network executives point to 
several causes of death: There are 
more commercials, leaving less time 
for programs. The first thing to go 
is often the theme song. It’s costly 
to hire a composer to write a song 
and pay the residuals. Viewers have 
shorter attention spans and won’t 


sit through theme songs. 

Anyone who has clapped along 
to the “Friends” theme song can 
feel the loss. TV shows are made 
better by good theme songs and 
remembered more fondly for them. 
Think of “Cheers,” with its “Where 
Everybody Knows Your Name.” 

“The best of them really did 
capture the essence of the show,” 
said Gary Portnoy, who co-wrote 
and sang the “Cheers” theme. 
“It was a constant, and it was 


a familiar friend.” 

Portnoy stopped writing theme 
song music because the time allotted 
to the songs kept shrinking. 

“They went from asking for 60 
seconds to 40 seconds to 20 sec- 
onds, and then ‘Seinfeld’ came 
along and it was bada-bip, bada- 
bip,” he said. “Nowadays, I truly 
believe they are looking to get the 
TV theme over with so they can 
sell more advertising.” Stephen kiehl
